Japanese Wax. 


Whoever has seen a piatol or revolver 


cartridge has noticed that tha round. 
metallic ond is covered with a greasy 
coating resembling in many ways mut- 
tou tallow, and no doubt has considered 
it. to be that animal product. It ia, how- 
ever, nothing of the kind, being simply 
the product of a vegetabla growth, ana 
known to the trade as Japanese wax. 
The Japanese-wax tree from which this 
comes in a tree of great beauty and use- 
fulueHB. It is a species of fcumao aud 
grows twenty-five feet high, attaining a 
diameter of one aud a half feot. Most of 
the caudles used by the Japanese are 
made from tho wax of tha berry borne 
by this tree. These berries are gathered 
by the natives with a great deal of care, 
aud crushed and pressed. Another way 
o£ obtaining the wax is by maceration in 
hot water, skimming tho wax from the 
surface. The wax is a yellowish white, 
softer than beeswax, melts at 127 do- 
groes Fahrenheit, und commands a good 
price. Besido its uso for candles, it is 
of value in the arts and iu many minor 
iiidusiikri. Tlie berries are white in 
color, grow in clusters, and are about a« 
lurgfe aa a pea. Tho true iteelf is of 
rapid growth and easy cultivation. Jap- 
anese wax is also used extensively as a 
substitute for baybcrry wax, the latter 
costing several timea as much as tho 
former. It is used as a coating for ma- 
chinery when it ii to be shipped, as it 
forms a greaay coatiug impervious to 
the action of air and moisture. In ap- 
pearance, smelling and feeling, it close- 
ly resembles mutton tallow.

In the Homo of the Rattler. 


The table lands of the Lackawanuu 
Valley He several hundred feet above 
this village, although only n few miles 
distant. Some time ago the old tannery 
and excelsior mill in that neighborhood 
discontinued operations, and 
those 


heights have since grown up with a 
thick covering of scrub oak, pino and 
chestnut, which renders travel through 
them exceedingly diflicult.

Agricultural operations were at once 
suspended, and both men started for 
the ledge, behind which the dog con- 
tinued to bark. As they approached the 
spot a peculiar whizzing sound, like the 
noise produced by a buzz saw, fell upon 
their cars. 
"Hullo !" Clum exclaimed; "I guess 
we'll hev some rattler grease instead of 
tho roast." 


Coming into position to view tho 
space bouoath tho ledge, tho men saw 
four large rattlesnakes coiled up at tho 
entrance, while Old Abe, a few feet 
distant, was waking the echoes with his 
baying.

As they got further down a knot of 
snakes was uncovered, whose propor- 
tions fairly staggered tho hunters. 
Then was begun an 
indiscriminate 
slaughter. Tho men with gun and 
sticks, tho boy with pieces of rock, and 
Old Abe with his teeth, continued tho 
fight until not a rattler remained alive. 
A count revealed seventy-one dead 
snakes, and tho largest being eight feet 
in length. 
"That dorg is the tarnalest snake 
critter out," said Clum as ho inspected 
the licap of reptiles, which still con- 
tinued to twist and turn: "but it isn't 
every day he's got tho opportunity to

Even when caught 
ho reads in the actions of his captors a 
design to rob him of his rico, and he 
clutches it all the harder; and the very 
first thing ho does when tho nut is 
cracked and tho hand released, is to 
cram its contents into his mouth.

TUB following ia said to be an excel- 
lent method of fastening oloth to the top 
of tables, desks, etc.: Moke a mixture 
of two and a quarter pounds of wheat 
four, two table-spoonfuls of powdered 
roein. and two table-spoonfuls of pow- 
dered alum ; rub tho mixture in a suita- 
ble vessel, with water, to a uniform 
smooth paste: transfer this to a small 
kettle over the fire, and stir till tho 
paste is perfectly homogeneous without 
lumps.

In his eminently intorcstin"- work- 


entitled " Jungle Life in India," Mr 
Ball has adduced good reasons for be 
iieving that the old classical story o 
the rearing of Romulus aud Remus b_ 
a she-wolf may be founded on faci 
This author cites the case of two lad 
in nil ophanago in Sokandra, near Agra 
who hud been discovered among woTvo 
and in many ways shared tho habits o 
these animals. One of his stories i 
supported by a letter from Prof. Max 
MuHer. It aays: A trooper sent bj 
native Governor of Ohadaur to deman 
payment of some revenue was passing 
along tho bank of the rivor about noon 
when ho saw a largo female wolf leav 
her den. followed l>y throe whelps anu 
a little boy. The boy went on allfoura 
aud when the trooper tried to catch him 
ho ran as fast as tho whelps and kep 
up with the old one. They all entero< 
the den, but were dug out by thi 
people with pickaxes, and the boy wa 
secured. Ho struggled hard to rus] 
into every hole or den they came near 
He became alarmed when he saw 
grown up person, but tried to fly 
children and bite them.

cd in raw flesh and bones, putting them 
under his paws like a dog. They triet 
to make him speak,but could get noth 
ing from him, but an angry growl 01 
snarl." 


Another instance is quoted as having 


occurred at Chupra. A Hindoo mother 
and father went out to cut their crop 
in March 1843.

An Ancient Aqueduct Reopened. 


After a breach of 1,600 years the 


aqueduct built by tho Emperor Augus- 
tus to supply Bologna with water was 
restored :to use June 5. Nineteen hun- 
dred years ago the Imperial engineers 
tapped, the Settanear its junction with 
tho Reno, tunneling the hills, sinking 
their work beneath tho beds of the pre- 
cipitous torrents which rush from tho 
mountains into tho river, and bringing 
tho water to the gates of the city, where 
they wore dividecl, one portion going to 
supply public baths and tho other proba- 
bly destined for the fountains of streets 
and public squares. 


The work of tunneling and the ma- 


sonry were so thoroughly well dono 
that both stonework and brickwork 
are still as solid as Uio rock itself, tho 
only considerable breaks being where 
the turbulent Reno had washed away 
with its clayey banks several portions 
of the aqueduct, or where the headlong 
torrents which rush down into its 
stream had excavated their own beds 
and carried away tho artificial sub- 
structure. 


The restoration of this important 


work is due chiclly to Count Gozzadini, 
who caused an accurate survey of tho 
aqueduct to be made about twenty years 
»£o, aud in 18G1 published tho result of 
he investigation in 
an 
elaborate 


memoir. Since then tho work of restora- 
;ion has been going on with a thorongu- 
iess and" skill calculated to make the 
new work as enduring as tho old. The 
aqueduct-was originally made of bi-ick 
and stone and cemented with lime mid 
volcanic sand, and tho unbroken por- 
ons remained as hard as granite.— 
Scientific American.
